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THE RUSSIANS WIPE OUT A TURKISH ARMY CORPS 
ALLIED GAINS IN BATTLES ALONG COAST

ARE REPULSED ELSEWHERE 


Ak^’HILATE the TURKS 
CAUCASUS BATTLE 


Enemy Was Forced to Retreat 
From Several Positions 


Capture of KirliE>aba Pass, Which 
Leads Into the Heart of Transyl¬ 
vania—May Possibly Hasten Ac¬ 
tion of Honinaiiia. 


(Canadian Press Despatches.) 

London, Jan. 17.—While the main 
Pussian army has been busy repell¬ 
ing what Grand Duke Nicholas in his 
otticlal report describes as a series of 
violent attacks'by Field Marshal Von 
llindenburg to break his way 
thorugh to Warsaw, other Russian 
forces have stormed and taken Kirli- 
baba Pass on the borders of Transyl¬ 
vania, and have made further pro¬ 
gress in their advance along the right 
hank of the Vistula toward the Ger¬ 
man frontier. 

The Germans in force have deliver¬ 
ed seven succe.ssive attacks, which de¬ 
veloped into desperate bayonet fight¬ 
ing, on the Russian lines on the left 
bank of the Vistula, and have suc¬ 
ceeded in taking one of the Russian 
advance trenches. 

Farther south there have been simi¬ 
lar attacks, in each case preceded by 
heavy artillery engagements. The 
.Russians have succeeded in silencing 
the heavy Austrian guns, which from 
the banks of the Dunajec have been, 
bombarding the town of Tarnow. 

The capture of Kirlibaba Pass, 
through which roads lead into the 
heart of Transylvania, is likely to 
have a political as well as a military 
effect. It will possibly hasten the 
action of Roumania, and will compel 
the Germanic allies to sen<i troops 
for the defence .of eastern Hungary. 
■With the retirement of Count Von 
Berchtold, the former Austro-Hun¬ 
garian Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
who is said to have favored another 
expedition against Servia, and be¬ 
cause of the greater influence of the 
Hungarians in the councils of the 
Empire by reason of the appointment 
of Baron ,Stephen Burian at the head 
of the Foreign Department, the troops 
which were destined for the Servian 
operations are likely to be diverted 
to meet the new Russian threat 
against Hungary. 

Russian Official Report. 

Petrograd, Jan. 17.—The following 
official announcement was made to¬ 
night at the headquarters of the Gen¬ 
eral Staff; 

“On the right bank of the lower Vis¬ 
tula the Russians continue to ad¬ 
vance successfully. Yesterday our 
outposts drove the enemy from the 
village of Budysoulkowski, on the left 
bank of the 'Vistula. 

“During these last twenty-four 
hours the enemy has made a series of 
stubborn attacks against the Russian 
position at Goumlrie, employing at 
least six regiments. After seven con¬ 
secutive attacks and fierce bayonet 
fighting the Germans took possession 
of a trench belonging to one of our 
outposts. In the other districts the 
enemy has been I'epulsed and compell¬ 
ed to retreat from his positions. The 
Germans supported their attacks with 
artillery. The fire of the big guns was 
directed principallj^ against the dis¬ 
tricts close to those attacked by the

In the region of Konopnica the 
enemy approached the Russian 
trenches by sapping.

Petrograd, Jan. 17.—The following 
report has been received from Tiflis: 

“The army of the Caucasus has cov¬ 
ed its flags with glory by a fresh 
heroic exploit, having completely an¬ 
nihilated the 10th Turkish Corps, 
with the exception of several insigni¬ 
ficant elements which are fleeing iii 
disorder. We have captured all the 
artillery of this corps.” 

Another official communication 
says: 

“In the region of Kara-Urgan the 
fighting is developing, with the ad¬ 
vantage resting with our troops. By 
a bayonet attack we annihilated the 
52nd Turkish Regiment, the surviv¬ 
ors of which, including the comman¬ 
der and several officers, were made 
prisoners. 

“In one direction where we were 
pursuing the defeated Turkish troops 
look more than five thousand pri¬ 
soners, 14 cannon, an enormous 
quantity of supplies and nearly ten 
thousand head of cattle.” 

The head doctor of the Russian 
hospital at Constantinople has ar¬ 
rived at Odessa.

Ottawa, Jan. 17.—The Presbyterian 
Church in Canada lost two of its 
most distinguished members in the 
deaths this afternoon, within one hour 
of each other, of Rev. Dr. IV. D. 
Armstrong, pastor emeritus of St. 
Paul's Presbyterian Church, and of 
Rev. Dr. 'William Moore, pastor emer¬ 
itus of Chalmers Presbyterian Church. 
Both were ex-Moderators of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly and both for more than 
a quarter of a century had held high 
positions of trust and honor in the 
Church organizations. 

Both Pastors About Forty Years. 

Dr. Armstrong, who was in his sev¬ 
entieth year, died at his family resi¬ 
dence on Daly Avenue, after an illness 
of about three weeks, from a stroke 
of paralysis. Rev. Dr. Moore, who 
was in his seventy-seventh year, had 
been ill for several months, and his 
death at his residency on O’Connor 
street this afternoon was not unex¬ 
pected. Both the deceased ministers 
had been pastors of their respective 
churches in Ottawa for nearly forty 
years, both having been the first pas¬ 
tors of those churches. Their deaths 
will be sincerely lamented by a very 
wide circle of friends, not only in the 
capital city, but throughout the Do¬ 
minion.

APEACECONEERENCE 
OF SOCIALISTS MEETS 


Delegates From European 
Countries Attend 

CRIPPLING FOLLY OF WAR 


Plan.s for, .Ypproaehlng Belligerents 
With .Yrbitratiou Propo.sals YVhen 
Opportune Moment Arrives — No 
Frontier Changes Without Consent. 


-London, Jan. 17.—The Daily Chron¬ 
icle correspondent at Copenhagen 
cables: The first peace conference 
bearing on the great war opened at 
Copenhagen to-day. It was convened 
by Socialist parties of European neu¬ 
tral States, under the conviction, that 
public opinion is horror-stricken at 
'so much slaughter, and that such 
far-reaching ravages demanded that 
immediate steps should be taken to¬ 
wards shortening the war. 

The Socialists of Holland, Norway, 
Sweden and Denmark are each send¬ 
ing four delegates, and the Italian So¬ 
cialists are sending one to report. 

From conversations with several of 
the delegates I understand they fully 
realize the Impossibility of concluding 
peace under present conditions, and 
that the allies cannot make any move 
In this direction while a single Ger¬ 
man soldier; is left on the soil of 
France, Belgium, Luxemburg or 
Poland. 

The real object of the conference is 

. draw general attention to the folly 
of making Europe bankrupt and crip¬ 
pling her manhood, and to draw up 
plans for approaching the ,belllger- 
ents with arbitration proposals when 
an opportune moment arrives. 

The Socialists want to bring home 
to all peoples the uselessness of fight¬ 
ing to the “bitter end.” 

Dane Leader to Preside. 

Herr Stauning, leader of the Dan¬ 
ish Social Democrats, the most pow¬ 
erful party in Denmark, is presiding 
at the conference. He informed me 
in aq interview that an appeal would 
be itfado to all lieutral Governments 
to work for an arbitration confer¬ 
ence. He was in communication with 
Socialist parties in Germany, Britain, 
France and the countries of other bel¬ 
ligerents, and special questions af¬ 
fecting each would be discussed. 

The report that the Belgian So¬ 
cialist, Huysmann, is attending the 
conference Is untrue. One of the sub¬ 
jects under discussion is arbitration 
on the lines that no frontier changes 
be made without the consent of the 
peoples concerned. 


WH OLE GEBM AM STAFF 

NEARLY GOT CROWN PRINCE — 
INCIDENT AFTER CHARGE- 
ROI BATTLE. 


(Special Cable Despatch to The Globe.) 

Paris, Jan. 17.—French private 
has just been decorated for an ex¬ 
ploit which, while it missed the cap¬ 
ture of the German Crown Prince by 
a few hours, led to the rounding-up 
of the entire staff of one German 
regriment. 

After the battle of^Charleroi the 
private was taken prisoner. At the 
German General’s request he served 
as the latter’s orderly for a fortnight 
at a village near Sedan, where the 
Crown Prince had taken up his head¬ 
quarters. Eventually^ the private es¬ 
caped and carried the intelligence of 
the Crown Prince’s presence to the 
French lines. 

Early one lAorning the village was 
surrounded and the garrison capitu¬ 
lated. The Crown Prince, however, 
had left on the previous night for an 
unknown part of the front. 


DEFENDED PORT ARTHUR. 

Death of Lieut.-General Stoessel 
From Paralysis.

London, Jan. 17.—The death of 
Lieut.-Gen. Anatole Nikhailovltch 
Stoessel. the defender of Port Arthur, 
is announced in a’Petrograd des¬ 
patch to Reuter’s Telegram Company. 
Gen. Stossel had suffered from par¬ 
alysis for several months. 

The loss of Port Arthur was the 
subject of a strict investigation in 
Petrograd into the conduct of the de¬ 
fence, and Stoessel was blamed for 
not offering a more vigorous resist¬ 
ance to the Japs, as the place was 
regarded as well-nigh impregnable.

The Great Dune, a mountain of 
sand to the east of Nleuport arid 
northeast of Lombaertayde, was vio¬ 
lently attacked by the Franco-Beigian 
forces on Saturday aftenioon, and to¬ 
day has been entirely cleared of the 
invaders, who -were routed from their 
trenches by a spirited Infantry at¬ 
tack. preceded hy heavy artillery 
fire. Shells burst in the frvrnt and

THE MOST IMPORTANT NEWS of the day is 
an officiaT announcement from Petrograd of the de¬ 
struction of another Turkish army corps during the 
fighting in the Caucasus. After the rout of the 
Turks at Ardahan and Sari Kamysh the Russians 
began once more to move forward toward Erzerum, 
but the Turks, calling up all the reserves within 
reach, made a stand at Kara Urgan, and not only held 
the Russians, but, according to a Petrograd report, 
took the offensive. In the region to the west of 
Mount Ararat a battle has been in progress for a 
week, with varying fortunes. The Turks at one 
stage claimed the, advantage, but the Petrograd re¬ 
port last night of the destruction of another Moslem 
ax’my corps means inevitably final disaster. The 
Turks in tlie former defeat lost most of their stores 
and artillery, and it is probable that the latest reverse 
will force them to fall hack in disorder upon Erzerum. 

THERE SEEMS TO BE LITTLE PROSPECT 
of immediate help from the army of Syria. British 
airmen have reported that the advance upon Egypt 
across the Syrian desert has begun. Some 40,000 
well-armed Turks, provided wifli modern artillery, 
are now less than 80 miles from the outposts of the 
Bi’itish army in Egypt. That this body is only an 
advance guard is probable, for the army recently as¬ 
sembled at Damascus was nowhere spoken of by com¬ 
petent observers as less in numbers than 100,000 
regulars, apart from Bedouin auxiliaries. If this 
army is on the move from Damascus toward the Suez 
it is too late to send it to the Armenian frontier in 
the hope of turning back the tide of Russian invasion. 
The Turks seem to have divided their strength in 
Asia in a way that invites, disaster. When defeat 
comes in Egypt, as in Armenia, it will be overwhelm¬ 
ing, and the Russian and British armies will lie al.ile 
to advance very rapidly toward Constantinotile.

WAR SUMMARY 


(Special Cable Despatch to The Glebe.) 

Rotterdam. Jan. 17.—An inhabitant 
of Oatend, who used smugglers’ paths 
in reaching Holland after many hair¬ 
breadth escapes, gives a vivid account 
of life In the formerly luxurious wa¬ 
tering place. 

"Ostend,” he says, “lives in an at¬ 
mosphere of fear. The spectre of 
fanline was continually before ua< 
Ostend to-day buys wounded and 
emaciated horses from the Germans 
at $4 a head. They are converted 
into the only meat the people can 
now procure. 

"There are no vegetables, scarcely 
any coffee and no tea. Stocks of coal 
have long been exhausted. The gas 
Works are not in operation, and at 8 
o’clock in the evening all lights must 
be extinguished. 

Many Sle^ in Cellars. 

“Many families sleep in cellars, be¬ 
cause houses have been commandeer¬ 
ed by the German soldiery. One must 
not walk near Mariakerke. The Ger¬ 
mans have screened oft certain points, 
but some Belgian workmen sent there 
say deep pits are constantly being 
dhg and filled with the awful, swollen 
bodies of German soldiers fished out 
of the river or disinterred by the ris¬ 
ing floods. 

"Many convicts from prisons in 
Germany, distinguished by shorn 
heads, are employed in grave-digging 
work. Wounded Germans say their 
losses average 1,400 per day.”

mines and torpedoed the battleship that guarded the 
mine fields, the defence is stubbornly maintained. A re¬ 
port comes from Constantinople that the. French submarine Sapphire, 
while trying to enter the Straits yesterday, was sunk by artillery fire 
from one of the forts. Part of her crew were rescued. The attempt 
to force a passage through the Dardanelles has been in progress now’ 
for over two months, and it looks as if the landing of troops in the 
rear of the forts may be necessary before success attends the efforts 
of the British and French fleets. 

IN THE BLACK SEA, with the Goeben in drydock for repairs, 
the Russians seem to have things all their own way. They have 
been keeping the Turkish ports on the soiith shore very strictly under 
surveillance, and have practically stopped the despatch of reinforce¬ 
ments by sea for the Turkish forces at the front. It is announced 
that eight sailing vessels carrying troops have been sunk within the 
past few days, and that 51 other vessels capable of similar use have 
been destroyed in various Turkish ports. Russia is waging war for 
the great goal—Constantinople—with the utmost vigor’. 

* * » * * 

IN POLAND THE NEW RUSSIAN DRIVE along the right bank 
of the Vistula toward Thorn continues successfully, according to a 
report from Russian headquarters. The Germans are putting up a 
strong resistance against the Muscovite advance parties, but are evi¬ 
dently not in suffleient force to hold the enemy. A counter-attack 
by 18,000 Germans in one portion of the sphere of operations was 
pushed so vigorously that seven successive attacks were launched, and 
a desperate bayonet engagement took place. The Germans got a foot¬ 
hold in only one Russian trench. The Russian movements north 
of the Vistula will almost certainly force Von Hindenhurg to with¬ 
draw some of his troops from the Bzura to oppose It. 

THE FRENCH OFFICIAL REPORT Indicates that the Allies’ 
advantage in artillery begins to tell on the Flanders front. The 
Germans have been forced by artillery fire to evacuate their trenches 
upon the great sand dune to the northwest of Lombaertzyde. This 
was the chief obstacle interposed against the advance along the shore 
toward Westende and ultimately Ostend. The Germans had an evan¬ 
escent success near Arras. At Blangy they captured and blew up a 
foundry used by the Allies, and took some prisoners, but, the French 
statement says, “we recaptured and now hold this place.”

ALONG THE FRONT IN THE COUNTRY sloping upward to¬ 
ward the Meus.e and the Vosges the weather has been bad, and snow 
fell heavily all day in the mountains. There have been attacks and 
counter-attacks, but no definite advance has been made save in the 
region between Rheims and the Argonne. The persistence of the 
French effort in this part of the field is peculiar, and may mean some 
day a sudden swoop toward the German lines of communication be¬ 
tween the frontier and the Aisne. 

THE OCCUPATION OF SWAKOPMUND, the chief port of Ger¬ 
man Southwest Africa, by troops of the South African Union draws 
attention to the Imminence of fighting on a large scale in that region. 
The calling out of the entire military strength of the Union gives 
Botha an overwhelming superiority in numbers. He should have 
from 30,000 to 40,000 men in his army as against at most 12,000 
Germans. The country is hilly and sandy, and difficult in places for 
campaigning, hut it is clear that Botha is going to occupy the coast 
effectively as a first step and advance to Windhoeck, the capital, 
some 200 miles Inland from a coast base safely held by the navy, in¬ 
stead of trying to strike west from Bechuanaiand through the desert 
which separates the German colony from British South Africa. As 
the cost of the expedition will be very considerable, the South African 
leader, who is both Premier and General, may be trusted to push 
operations forward with all reasonable speed consistent with safety. 
There will be no German Southwest Africa by the first of March.

London, Jan. 17.—There is every in¬ 
cation that the British Foreign Of¬ 
fice and the Admiralty are inaugurat- 
a, vigorous policy for the immed¬ 
iate search and release of foreign 
ships suspected of carrying contra¬ 
band. In many cases the customs of¬ 
ficials have been instructed to work 
overtime in getting the contraband 
unloaded so that the detained bottoms 
may proceed. 

"While the Washington note of pro¬ 
test against the detention of American 
vessels doubtless had some effect, the 
betterment in the situation is due in 
large measure probably to perfec- 
)n in the contraband department of 
the Foreign Office and to an improve¬ 
ment in the machinery of handling 
the cargoes in ciuestlon. The delays 
on the .ships recently detained are be¬ 
ing measured now in days rather than 
weeks.

"Washington, Jan. 17.—President 
Wilson' yesterday directed Attorney-

RET. R.J. ELLIOTT 

DIES AT HARRISTON 


ONE OF THE LEADING MINISTERS 
OF METHODIST CHURCH IN 
ONTARIO. 


(Special Despatch to The Globe.) 

Harriston, Jan. 17.—^Rev. R. J. El¬ 
liott, pastor of the Methodist Church, 
died early this morning, after an ill¬ 
ness of six weeks, due to heart dis¬ 
ease and general breakdown of tihe 
system. He came to Harriston from 
Dunnvllle last July, and during the 
short career here has endeared him¬ 
self to his congregation and won the 
esteem of the community. He was 
the eldest son of one of the Methodist 
circuit riders in Ontario in the middle 
of the last century, and for more 
than forty years has been an active 
minister of the Methodist Church. 
He was the father of the Bpadina 
avenue charge in Toronto, having es¬ 
tablished it as a mission. 

For yean, he had been Chair¬ 
man of the districts in which he re¬ 
sided, and at the time of his death 
was Clialrman of the Palmerston dis¬ 
trict, a member of tlie Investment 
Committee of the Superannuation 
Fund, and of the Executive Board of 
Alma College, St. Thomas. He has 
been General Conference repre.senta- 
tlve to various bodies on several oc¬ 
casions, has filled the President’s 
chair afid spent several years on the 
General Mission Board of the 
Church. 

He is survived by his wife and four 
sons—^P. B. Elliott of Alliston, H. W. 
Elliott, Pontiac. Mich.; F. R. Elliott, 
Hamilton, and R. M. Elliott, Brandon, 
Man. J. G. Elliott of Kingston is his 
sole surviving brother. Funeral ser¬ 
vices will be held on Tuesciay at 1 
o’clock, after which the remains will 
be taken for interment to^ Newmar¬ 
ket, which was one of deceased's 
charges as a probationer.
